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GW REPORT SUPPORTS PRIVATE SECTOR INVESTMENT IN SPACE 

Space Policy Institute Scientist and Professor Henry Hertzfeld Authors Report for 
Commerce Department Reaffirming Investment in Commercial Uses of Space 

WASHINGTON - The future of commercial space research received a strong 
endorsement from the U.S. Department of Commerce (DOC) after receiving the findings of a 
report by Henry Hertzfeld, research scientist at The George Washington University Elliott 
School of International Affairs’ Space Policy Institute. Hertzfeld’s report, “Space Economic 
Data,” prepared for the DOC’s Office of Space Commercialization, supports the 
department’s commitment in promoting the development of new markets in space by 
providing better economic information. 

According to the report, increasing the availability and quality of data about existing 
and potential space markets aids U.S. economic growth by facilitating the decision-making 
efforts of private sector entrepreneurs, customers and investors, as well as the efforts of 
government officials working to promote business development. 

In order to identify technological opportunities and encourage investment in the 
commercial uses of space, the DOC needs more accurate and reliable economic data about 
the space sector, the study said. “At present, the space budget is spread across multiple 
departments and agencies with oversight being done by a variety of Congressional 
committees,’’ said Hertzfeld. “Thus, providing a precise budget picture of space products and 
services is extremely difficult.” 

Hertzfeld emphasizes the importance of commercial space research and development 
in maintaining an advantage in this leading-edge technological sector. “Space offers 
enormous opportunities for growth, but only if comprehensive and uniform data are available 
to analysts,” said Hertzfeld. “Getting and analyzing this data is critical to the DOC’s efforts 
to identify prospects and encourage private sector investment.”

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The four main recommendations of the report call for: 

• Oil-going dialogue involving government, industry, academia, not-for-profit and 
foreign space economic data producers and users; 

• Development of an existing inventory of government data on space economic and 
business activities; 

• Clear definitions of space activities and standards for space economic data quality; 
and 

• Effective methods for improving access to space economic data and the feasibility of 
a central, publicly accessible electronic warehouse. 

Hertzfeld emphasizes that although progress may be slow - given that economic data 
usually have a lag time between collection and publication - it is time for a serious effort to 
improve space economic data; a delay will render future efforts more difficult. The DOC 
could not agree more.

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GW INFORMATION ASSURANCE CURRICULUM 
CERTIFIED AMONG THE NATION’S BEST 


GW’s Rigorous Information Assurance Curricula Exceeds Basic 
National Training Standards 

WASHINGTON - The Committee of National Security Systems (CNSS), under the 
National Security Agency’s (NSA) Information Assurance Courseware Evaluation Program, has 
certified that The George Washington University’s information assurance curriculum meets two 
additional standards beyond the National Training Standard for Information Security 
Professionals (NSTISSI 4011), placing GW among an exclusive group of universities. 

“The School of Engineering and Applied Science and its faculty have quickly come to the 
forefront in an area that is critical to our nation's security,” said Donald R. Lehman, executive 
vice president for academic affairs. “GW is very pleased and proud to be among such an elite 
group of universities providing the strongest information assurance curriculum in the country.” 

Prior to 2003, only three universities had been certified as meeting more than the 
NSTISSI 4011 standard. GW recently joined this select group by receiving certification to the 
NSTISSI 4012 standard (Designated Approving Authority) and the NSTISSI 4013 standard 
(Systems Administrators in Information Systems Security), along with certification for the 
National Training Standard. 

Last year, GW became one of only 36 universities across the United States to be 
designated as a Center of Academic Excellence (CAE) in Information Assurance by the NSA-led 
National INFOSEC Education and Training Program. 

“This recognition is a reflection of the care and diligence that we expended in designing 
the learning objectives and the linkages between courses in our program,” said Julie Ryan, 
director of the information security management program in GW’s School of Engineering and 
Applied Science. “It’s also a testament to the breadth and depth of our capability.” 

The NSA established the CAE program to reduce vulnerabilities in the nation’s critical 
information infrastructure by promoting higher education in information assurance and 
producing a greater number of professionals with information assurance expertise. CAE- 
designated universities play a key role in educating professionals to protect America’s 
cyberspace.

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This April, Ryan will travel to the CNSS conference in Williamsburg, Va., to receive a 
framed certificate on behalf of GW. This certification of compliance authorizes GW to issue 
appropriate certificates to students who successfully complete the courses that correspond to the 
respective standards.

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GW PROFESSOR JOHN LOGSDON APPOINTED TO THE 
COLUMBIA ACCIDENT INVESTIGATION BOARD 

Board to Investigate the Space Shuttle Columbia Disaster 

WASHINGTON - John Logsdon, professor of political science and international affairs 
and director of The George Washington University Elliott School of International Affairs’ Space 
Policy Institute, has been selected by NASA to join the Columbia Accident Investigation Board 
(CAIB). Admiral (ret.) Harold W. Gehman, Jr., chairman of the board investigating the disaster of the 
space shuttle Columbia, recently announced the appointment of Logsdon along with two other 
prominent experts: Sally Ride, a former NASA astronaut and the first woman in space, and Douglas D. 
Osheroff, a Nobel prize-winning physicist. 

“I hope that my long career as an independent scholar and analyst of space issues can help the 
board put the Columbia accident in the historical perspective of national policy regarding human space 
flight and can help frame the needed debate over the future of that policy,” said Logsdon. 

The independent panel investigating the loss of the space shuttle Columbia has grown from its 
original eight members of mostly government and military officials to include Logsdon and four other 
individuals from outside the government. The investigation is in its fifth week, and is likely to 
continue for several more months before the board issues its final report. 

Logsdon has been at GW since 1970. He holds a B.S. in physics from Xavier University (1960) 
and a Ph.D. in political science from New York University (1970). His research interests focus on the 
policy and historical aspects of U.S. and international space activities. A recipient of the NASA 
Distinguished Public Service Medal, Logsdon is a member of the NASA Advisory Council and the 
Commercial Space Transportation Advisory Committee of the U.S. Department of Transportation. 

Logsdon is the author of The Decision to Go to the Moon: Project Apollo and the National 
Interest and general editor of the eight-volume series Exploring the Unknown: Selected Documents in 
the History of the U.S. Civil Space Program. He has written numerous articles and reports on space 
policy and history. 

GW’s Space Policy Institute is one of the few places in the world providing focused research 
and analysis attention to space policy issues and offering graduate courses in space policy.

Stambler has been part of the EMeRG program since August 2000, volunteering as an 
Emergency Medical Technician (EMT) for three years, and as a Student Management Team 
member since August 2001. As a student leader, Stambler ran calls as a crew chief and was 
responsible for managing the areas of staffing and special events. 

“We are excited to bring on board someone who has been so committed to the mission of 
EMeRG as an undergraduate. Kim understands where we have been and our goals for the 
future,” said Dolores Stafford, University Police Chief. “Kim provided strong leadership as a 
Student Management Team member and knows well the inner workings of this volunteer 
organization. She will be able to use this knowledge and experience to move EMeRG forward.” 

The Emergency Medical Response Group at GW is automatically dispatched, with UPD 
officers, in response to emergency situations. Rapid response times, in combination with high 
clinical standards, enable personnel to arrive on scene and immediately begin treatment to 
stabilize a patient. Personnel are members of the GW community and have obtained a minimum 
certification of EMT. Crew members volunteer their time to serve the community. The highest 
standards of patient care, quality assurance, and education are accepted and practiced by 
EMeRG’s health care professionals.

All works on display at the Annual Awards Show are eligible for various awards to be granted by a 
jury of art professionals. In this year’s show, figural representations abound in two-dimensional and three- 
dimensional works. 

More than 60 works by emerging artists are featured in the show at the Luther W. Brady Art 
Gallery. One can discover works that embrace both realism and abstraction, there’s something for 
everybody. This packed exhibition revels in youthful exuberance, a young group of artists at the top of 
their game. Figures literally leap from the ceiling and crowd the walls: innovative approaches to ceramic 
forms are found in Akiko Nishijima’s agonized tonal scream, a larger-than-life ceramic mosaic; and on the 
lighter side, Carl Schoenberger’s St. John, The Legislator (Senator John McCain) and St. Mark, The 
Satirist (Mark Russell) depict portraits in clay of famous political types expounding from the pulpit and 
piano. Bold paintings of industrial wastelands contrast to delicate self-portraits, serial reflections on the 
same facial structure. 

There are many departmental prizes given to outstanding students. Awards will be given for work 
in aquarelle painting, ceramics, design, drawing, interior design, painting, photography, printmaking, 
sculpture and visual communications. Awards include two Robert N. Alfandre Purchase Prizes in 
Drawing, the Lynn Kay Prize in Ceramics, the Nuri Ozdogan Ceramic Prize, the M. A. Langenkamp Prize 
in Abstract Painting and the Morris M. Aein Memorial Prize in Drawing. Judges for the 2003 Annual 
Awards Show are Bonnie Lee Holland, artist, designer, consultant and GW alumna; and Kathryn Jackson, 
artist and GW alumna.

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GW PRESIDENT AWARDS PRESIDENT’S MEDAL TO CHINESE 
INDUSTRIALIST DR. CHIANG CHEN 
MARCH 21 

WASHINGTON/HONG KONG - GW President Stephen Joel Trachtenberg awarded 
The George Washington University President’s Medal to Dr. Chiang Chen, chairman of the 
Chen Hsong Group and donor/founder of Chiang Industrial Charity Foundation, in a ceremony in 
Hong Kong today. Trachtenberg bestowed the medal on Dr. Chiang in recognition of his 
leadership of China’s manufacturing industry, his commitment to China’s economic 
development, and his lifelong support of human resource development and education. 

“Throughout his life Dr. Chiang Chen has shown he is more than willing to devote his 
time and energy to helping others,” said Trachtenberg. “I am privileged to present Dr. Chiang 
with the President’s Medal. He exemplifies the qualities we look for in a President’s Medalist, 
as well as in our fellow man.” 

The President’s Medal was initiated by Trachtenberg in 1988 and is the highest honor 
that the president may himself award. It is given to individuals who have exhibited courage, 
character and leadership in their chosen fields and who exemplify the ability of all human beings 
to improve the lives of others. Previous recipients of the honor include Mikhail Gorbachev, 
former president of the Soviet Union; Vaclav Havel, president of the Czech Republic; Shimon 
Peres, former prime minister of Israel and a Nobel Peace Prize winner, among others. 

“I would like to thank President Trachtenberg and The George Washington University for 
this prestigious award,” said Dr. Chiang. “To look at the careers and lives of past President’s 
Medalists and be included in this amazing group of individuals is a great honor.” 

Beginning his career as a mechanic with no professional training, Dr. Chiang opened a 
small machinery maintenance workshop in Hong Kong in 1958. By 1966, he had produced the 
first 10-ounce plastic-injection molding machine and was awarded “Best New Product” by the 
Chinese Manufacturers Association in the same year. His business eventually grew from that 
small workshop to the Chen Hsong Group, a global leader in today’s plastic machinery industry. 

Dr. Chiang observed the success of the German and Japanese economic development 
models following World War II and determined that advanced manufacturing technology would 
also spur China’s modernization and raise the Chinese people’s standard of living. In 1990 he, 
therefore, donated all the common shares he owned in the Chen Hsong Group to establish the 
Chiang Industrial Charity Foundation. The foundation’s mission is to support activities and 
programs that help develop Chinese industrial technologists and professional executives to 
accelerate the development of manufacturing technology and industries in Chinese societies.

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Through the foundation, Dr. Chiang has contributed generously to universities in Hong 
Kong and mainland China and to projects that support industrial development. The Chiang 
Industrial Charity Foundation is the largest private foundation in Asia providing training for leaders 
in the industrial manufacturing sector. More than 20,000 trainees have benefited from the 
foundation’s programs. 

Trachtenberg presented the President’s Medal to Dr. Chiang during a business trip to East 
Asia. He is accompanied on the trip by his wife Francine; his older son Adam, who speaks 
Mandarin; and Dr. Timothy W. Tong, dean of GW’s School of Engineering and Applied Science. 

The GW School of Engineering and Applied Science has developed a partnership program 
with the Chiang Industrial Charity Foundation to train Chinese industrial leaders. The school and 
foundation successfully concluded their first program in fall 2002 and are preparing a second 
program for fall 2003.

Newly Renovated Building Honored By American Institute of Architects 

WASHINGTON - The George Washington University’s Cloyd Heck Marvin Center recently 
received two American Institute of Architects (A1A) design awards for the newly completed addition to the 
student center. 

The Washington Chapter of the AIA awarded the Marvin Center addition its highest honor. 
Excellence in Architecture, picking the GW submission from more than 210 entries. The Virginia Society 
of the AIA honored GW with a Merit Award for Design Excellence, selecting the Marvin Center project 
from more than 120 submissions. 

“We wanted to create a space that was state of the art and technologically advanced, but that also 
encouraged student interaction,” said Michelle Honey, AIA, director of architecture, engineering and 
construction. “These awards, along with the positive feedback we have received from the GW community, 
reinforce our belief that the Marvin Center’s renovation turned out successfully.” 

The judges for the Virginia AIA awards were impressed with the amount of light and life the 
renovation had brought to the Marvin Center. They applauded the addition as creating, “both an urban 
building and a great social building for the students.” The selection committee for the Washington AIA 
awards was likewise impressed by how the glass and metal addition lightens the rest of the Marvin Center’s 
exterior, reflecting light by day and projecting an inviting glow by night. “It energizes the corner,” they 
concluded. 

“We are constantly striving to be innovative in creating the academic, community and campus 
environments that our students need and have come to expect,” said Peter Konwerski, executive director of 
the Marvin Center. “The Marvin Center renovation has dramatically improved the options GW provides 
for meetings, recreation, social space, dining and retail opportunities.” 

Honey accepted the two AIA design awards for the newly completed addition to the Marvin Center 
along with Bill Smith, project manager; Hal Davis, principal from the Washington, D.C. office of the Smith 
Group, a nationally renowned architectural firm; and K.C. Haile, vice president of Whiting Turner 
Construction Company. 

Located at 800 21 st Street N W, the Marvin Center is the hub of campus life at The George 
Washington University.

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GW PROFESSOR DIANE BELL NAMED 
AMERICAN COUNCIL ON EDUCATION FELLOW 

WASHINGTON - David Ward, president of the American Council on Education (ACE), has 
announced that Diane Bell, professor of anthropology and director of the Woman’s Studies Program at The 
George Washington University, has been named an ACE Fellow for academic year 2003-2004. 

The ACE Fellows Program, established in 1965, is designed to strengthen institutions and leadership 
in American higher education by identifying and preparing promising faculty and senior administrators for 
responsible positions in college and university administration. Thirty-seven fellows, nominated by the 
presidents and chancellors of their institutions, were selected this year in a national competition. 

“The ACE fellowship will give me the skills, experience and insights and hone my leadership 
style,” said Bell, “so that my vision of a problem-oriented, interdisciplinary, technologically savvy, 
globally responsible education might be achieved.” 

A native of Australia where she remains a research fellow in anthropology at Adelaide 
University, Professor Bell joined GW’s faculty four years ago. Previously, she served as the Henry R. 

Luce Professor of Religion, Social Justices and Economic Development at Holy Cross College in 
Worcester, Mass. In addition to publishing widely in journals of anthropology, art, history and law. Bell 
has written and edited seven books. 

Marlene Ross, director of the Fellows Program, noted that most previous fellows have advanced into 
major positions in academic administration. Of the nearly 1,400 participants in the first 38 years of the 
program, more than 250 have become chief executive officers and nearly 1,000 have become provosts, vice 
presidents or deans. “We’re extremely pleased with the incoming class,” Ross said. “The individuals selected 
have demonstrated strong leadership ability. The Fellows Program will sharpen and enhance their leadership 
skills and prepare them to address issues of concern to the higher education community.” 

Each ACE Fellow will focus on an issue of concern to the nominating institution while spending the 
next academic year working with a college or university president and other senior officers at a host 
institution. The fellow will be included in the highest level of decision making while participating in 
administrative activities and contributing to a leadership team exploring a project to benefit GW. 

With more than 1,800 member institutions, ACE is the major coordinating body for higher education 
in the United States. It seeks to provide leadership and a unifying voice on key higher education issues and 
influence public policy through advocacy, research and program initiative. 

Located four blocks from the White House, The George Washington University was created by an Act 
of Congress in 1821.
